"The University will be forced to 
restrict the enrollment of new non- 
resident students, beginning with 
the spring quarter of tlic current 
year." according to an announce- 
ment released Wednesday by the 
office of the registrar and signed 
by Dean and Registrar Leo M.

The intention will be to hold the 
non-resident UK enrollment to a 
maximum of 15 per cent of the total 
anticipated enrollment for each 
quarter. Applications will be held 
in abeyance until specified dates, at 
which time the quotas will be filled 
For the spring quarter the out- 
of-state enrollment will be held to 
an estimated 600. based on 4,000 
students, anticipated enrollment fur 
the spring quarter.
